CHILDREN across Northamptonshire 
are facing disappointment as plans for 
new play facilities across the county 
are shelved. 

More than £1 million of government money 
was awarded to Northamptonshire County 
Council in 2008 for a three-year programme for 
the creation or refurbishment of 22 innovative 
children's play areas. 

In March the county council announced nine 
more successful applications had been allocated 
grants, totalling just over £443,000. Now all of 
the nine schemes, where work has not already 
started, will be on hold until a decision is made 
on them at the end of August. 

The schemes facing reconsideration include: 
Dallington Park, in Northampton; Lings Playing 
Field Play Space, in Northampton; Milton Mal- 
sor Play Space Project; The New Dick Venes 
Play Area, in Boughton;, Rushton Road, in Des- 


borough; Gretton Adventure Play - 

Area; Growing Space, in Scaldwell; 

It's our Space, in Collyweston; A | 
and Stay 'n' Play, in Little Har- 
rowden. 

Father-of-two Ivan Sljivic, 
chairman of the Friends of Dal- 
lington Park, was due to hold a \ 

consultation on Tuesday on what 
equipment to buy for the park 
with its £49,000 grant but found out 
at the last minute they had lost its 
funding. 

He said: "I am heartbroken. But we 
won't give up. Children using this park really 
need this scheme. 

"The asphalt is breaking up, the see-saw is 
broken, there are barely any facilities and we 
must campaign until we get the money to make 
it better. We must convince the government and 
council how much we need this."

A DOCTOR and nurse 
aboard a train that hit a 
man in Weedon helped 
treat him until paramed¬ 
ics arrived. 

The man, believed to be a 
48-year-old from Dodford, is 
currently in a serious but sta¬ 
ble condition at hospital in 
Coventry after he was struck 
by a Virgin train on the rail 
line near the A45 at 5.45pm on 
Sunday. 

He suffered multiple inju¬ 
ries after he was hit by the 
4.15pm Manchester Piccadilly 
to Euston service, which is 
believed to have slowed to a 
speed of about 20mph after the 
emergency brake was pulled 
by the driver. 

A spokesman for Virgin 
said: “It was a considerably 
difficult and very challeng¬ 
ing incident for our staff. The 
driver reacted very well to 
avoid what could have been 
an even more tragic incident. 

“As soon as he saw some¬ 
one on the track he brought 
the train to a standstill. A 
nurse and a doctor were also 
on board the train and they of¬ 
fered their assistance. 

“Trains were diverted via 
Northampton for several 
hours while the police carried 
out a forensic investigation of 
the scene.” 


Councillor Kevin Perry 
(Con, Weedon) has called for 
the fencing around the rail 
line to be made more secure to 
keep people out. 

He said: “We have had prob¬ 
lems with the rail line in the 
past. Whatever the circum¬ 
stances were, with a guy be¬ 
ing on the tracks it could have 
been a lot worse. 

“The police were on the 
scene very quickly and it 
shows that they were on the 
ball. It is quite easy to get on 
the railway line as many peo¬ 
ple know the weak spots.” 

Three men were arrested on 
suspicion of attempted murder 
at about 7pm on Sunday after 
a police search of the area. 

A 34-year-old man from 
Northampton and two men 
from Daventry, aged 34 and 
aged 24, were questioned by 
police on Monday in connec¬ 
tion to the incident and have 
been bailed until Wednesday, 
August 18, pending further en¬ 
quiries. 

Two crews of firefighters, a 
single paramedic, an air am¬ 
bulance, a conventional am¬ 
bulance, two first responder 
vehicles and officers from 
Northamptonshire Police, as 
well as officers from the Brit¬ 
ish Transport Police, all at¬ 
tended the scene on Sunday 
evening.

AN environmental group 
in Northamptonshire is 
calling on the Government 
to reassess the costs and 
benefits of wind farms. 

The county branch of Campaign 
to Protect Rural England (CPRE) 
says the countryside is at risk of 
being “carpeted with 400-ft high 
turbines” in an attempt to meet 
renewable energy targets. 

Sir Paul Hayter, chairman of 


CPRE Northamptonshire, said: 
“It is time to re-assess the true 
value and cost of onshore wind 
farms, especially in counties 
with low wind speeds like 
Northamptonshire. 

“I am worried about the damage 
they cause to the countryside, and 
about what will happen when they 
go out of fashion. 

“Will the money be there 
to remove them, or will they 


be treated as brownfield sites 
for housing or industrial 
development?” 

In a separate move, Daventry 
district councillors Tony Scott 
( Badby, Con,) and Alan Chantler 
( Yelvertoft, Con), have submitted 
a motion to go before a meeting 
of full council today, which calls 
on the Government to give clearer 
advice on how many wind farms 
are required nationally.

Officers were 
bitten 17 times 



POLICE officers were bitten 
17 times by thugs, drunks 
and criminals as they car¬ 
ried out their duties in the 
last year, a report has re¬ 
vealed. 

Officers were also forced to 
kick, apply wrist and leg locks, 
grapple on the floor and even 
grab criminals by the ear to de¬ 
fend themselves from attack. 

The report, compiled by North¬ 
amptonshire Police, lists the types 
of injuries officers suffered in the 
line of duty as well the number of 
injuries criminals suffered upon 
their arrest. 

The most common injuries suf¬ 
fered were grazes, bruises and 
lacerations, accounting for more 
than half the total injuries. 

However, 19 people received 
broken bones, while two people 
received whiplash and one per¬ 
son suffered a dislocation. 

The report does not list whether 
the injured parties were police of¬ 
ficers or someone being arrested. 

However, 486 people were in¬ 
jured in 12 months, with 101 of 
those being officers. 

The document also detailed 
how often and what type of force 
officers had to use to make an 
arrest, defend themselves or re¬ 
strain criminals. 

Officers had to resort to force a 
total of 1,829 times in 12 months, 
with the peak months coming in 
the lead up to Christmas and then 
in January and February. 

They also showed officers had 
to resort to force more often on 
Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays,

with peak times being between 
11pm and 2am. More than 70 per 
cent of those incidents were in 
“alcohol-related” arrests, while 
the vast majority were men. 

When force was required, of¬ 
ficers had to pin criminals to 
the floor a total of 519 times, use 
an arm lock 290 times and use a 
wrist lock on 362 occasions.

dures, officers used knee strikes 
206 times, sweeping kicks on 55 
occasions, forearm strikes nine 
times and once even resorted to a 
head-butt. 

Police had to grab violent crim¬ 
inals by the ear 38 times. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
said: “This report has been com¬ 
piled to demonstrate that North¬ 
amptonshire Police officers have 
used force proportionally and ef¬ 
fectively when carrying out their 
duties to make arrests, control 
aggressive behaviour and protect 
themselves, their colleagues and 
the community as a whole. 

“The force’s low rates of officer 
injury and accurate and compre¬ 
hensive monitoring of the use of 
force can only increase the trust 
and confidence of the people of 
N or thampton shire. ”

'More cuts 
inevitable’ 


THE two North¬ 
ampton MPs have 
said further cuts in 
public services are 
"inevitable" in the 
next few months be¬ 
cause the Govern¬ 
ment is currently 
spending too much 
money. 

Both central and lo¬ 
cal government has an¬ 
nounced a number of cuts 
in Northamptonshire in 
recent weeks including 
the removal of funding for 
the YMCA and parent sup¬ 
port advisors. 

A recent review of pay 
rates by Northampton¬ 
shire County Council has 
also led to online protests 
by hundreds of employ¬ 
ees, including low-paid 
teaching assistants and 
administration staff, who 
stand to lose thousands of 
pounds off their annual 
salaries. 

Conservative MP for 
Northampton North 
Michael Ellis said he 
thought the new coalition 
government had no choice 
but to tackle the huge 
“waste and bureaucracy 
that had built up over the 
last 13 years”. 

He said: “We clearly

can’t afford to keep up 
with costs of all this waste 
and it is inevitable, sadly, 
that this new government 
is now looking to repair 
the damage done to the 
economy by the last La¬ 
bour administration. 

“We will have to make 
substantial savings across 
the board and I would say 
that it is up to the local 
authority and the Govern¬ 
ment to look very careful¬ 
ly at where these savings 
should be made. We have 
to make sure we protect 
the most vulnerable in so¬ 
ciety. 

“I think there is more 
cuts to come following the 
spending review in Octo¬ 
ber. This is due to the fact 


the Government has been 
spending far more than 
it has been taking in. La¬ 
bour has left an appalling 
legacy. 

“£1 of every £4 spent by 
the Government is cur¬ 
rently borrowed and that 
just can’t continue.”

Councils pay out 


INJURIES caused by delays 
to house repairs and fail¬ 
ing to deal with anti-social 
behaviour were among com¬ 
plaints by tax-payers about 
Northamptonshire councils 
which resulted in thousands 
of pounds worth of compen¬ 
sation, according to Local 
Government Ombudsman’s 
reports. 

Northampton Borough 
Council had to pay one tenant 
£750 and complete outstand¬ 
ing building works after it 
failed to approve a grant for 
a ramp at her home for nine 
months, during which time 
she injured herself using the 
inadequate facilities. 

Another tenant was award¬ 
ed £1,000 after the borough 
council failed to react to 
sustained anti-social behav¬ 
iour from a neighbour for 18 
months. 

A man was also compen¬ 
sated with £400 after the 
borough council stopped his 
benefits but did not contact 
him about an appeal for four 
months. In the meantime it 
took him to court for non¬ 
payment of rent, which the 
ombudsman ruled ‘unfair’. 

In total Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council paid out £3,850 
as a result of 10 settlements. 


However the report said 
the overall number of com¬ 
plaints had fallen in the 
last year from 76 to 46, 19 of 
which were upheld. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council also paid out thou¬ 
sands of pounds last year to 
complainants. Problems not 
explaining properly to a dis¬ 
abled woman how to use her 
new personal budget result¬ 
ed in “avoidable confusion, 
anxiety, uncertainty and 
inconvenience”, according 
to the ombudsman, and the 
council awarded her £3,750, 
the largest settlement. 

In all, there were 54 com¬ 
plaints last year compared 
with 46 the year before. 

A Northamptonshire 
County Council spokeswom¬ 
an said: “We take complaints 
about the county council 
very seriously and concerns 
raised are dealt with through 
our complaints process.” 

Northampton Borough 
Council leader Councillor 
Brian Hoare (Lib Dem, Abing- 
ton) said: “It is never easy to 
read about the times where we 
have failed any of our 200,000 
residents, but for 19 people we 
did get it wrong. We will look 
closely at each case and see 
how we can do better.”

Burka row ‘a publicity attempt’ 


REMARKS by a county MP 
that he would refuse to meet 
constituents wearing a face 
veil have been dismissed by 
a racial equality group as an 
attempt to seek publicity. 

In an interview with The 
Independent newspaper at 
the weekend, Conservative 
MP Philip Hollobone said 
he would not hold meetings 
at his constituency surgery 
with Muslim women wear¬ 
ing full Islamic dress unless 
they lifted their face veil. 

The Kettering MP claimed 
no Islamic scholars or cler¬ 


ics said wearing the burka 
or niqab was a religious 
requirement and said he 
would ask anyone refusing 
to uncover their face to com¬ 
municate in a different way, 
such as by writing a letter. 

Anjona Roy, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Northampton¬ 
shire Rights and Equality 
Council, dismissed Mr Hol¬ 
lobone’s comments as an 
attempt to seek publicity, 
given few people in his con¬ 
stituency wore the full face 
veil. 

She said: “He gets a lot of 


media attention from this 
and I think he feels that’s 
to his advantage, but the 
number of people he’s po¬ 
tentially offending or are 
potentially experiencing 
detriment as a result of him 
focusing on this, is a hand¬ 
ful. 

“He clearly wants to be 
seen as a person who stands 
up for his own opinions 
and I have no problem with 
that but it would be nice if 
he stood up in such a stri¬ 
dent way for things that are 
more obviously the needs of 


his Kettering constituents; 
things that benefit more peo¬ 
ple and aren’t going to have 
the same amount of detri¬ 
ment in terms of good rela¬ 
tionships within communi¬ 
ties in the town.” 

She added: “Mr Hollobone 
says he wants to verify these 
women’s identities but to 
what extent do MPs normal¬ 
ly do that with people who 
come to see them? Do people 
who want to talk to their MP 
have to take identification 
with them? That’s certainly 
not my experience.”

T HE ASX is Mitsubishi’s attempt 
at this more urbane face of 
4x4 motoring, a crossover model 
designed around everyday on-road 
use. 

Its reputation as a proper 4x4 
brand should stand Mitsubishi and 
the ASX in good stead with buyers 
in an area of the market where 
appearances count for a lot. This 
isn’t the first time that the Japanese 
marque has ventured away from 
producing hardcore 4x4 models 
either. The Outlander compact 4x4 
took a more road-biased approach 
but that car still retains a level of 
ability in the rough. The ASX slots 
in below the Outlander and is de¬ 
signed expressly to perform on the 
tarmac. Although four-wheel-drive 
models are available, many will be 
ordered in front-wheel-drive form to 
keep costs down. 

Mitsubishi’s engines haven’t 
always been the last word in 
sophistication, the manufacturer 
often having to borrow technology 
in from elsewhere. The ASX could 
signal a change to all that with its 
advanced petrol and diesel units 
that were developed in-house. The 
petrol engine option is a 1.6-litre 
115bhp unit with MIVEC variable 
valve timing technology. It’s offered 
exclusively with the front-wheel- 


drive transmission and generates 
154Nm of torque at 4,000rpm. 

Better still is the 1.8-litre DiD die¬ 
sel which packs 148bhp and 300Nm 
or torque from 2,000rpm. That’s a 
lot of grunt for a unit of this size and 
there’s no shortage of technology 
behind it. The engine is of all-alu¬ 
minium construction with com¬ 
mon-rail injection and it also uses 
MIVEC valve timing - the first time 
such technology has been employed 
in a diesel passenger car. This unit 
is predicted to be the big seller and 
comes in front or four wheel-drive 
guise with a six-speed manual gear¬ 
box in place of the petrol’s five-speed 
item. 

Looks are very important for 
crossover 4x4s like the ASX, the hint 
of off-road ruggedness being a big 
part of what separates them from 
more mundane superminis and fam¬ 
ily hatchbacks. 

The cabin is lightly peppered 
with metallic detailing. The control 
layout is simple and you certainly 
aren’t overwhelmed by too many 
buttons. The rear seat backs recline 
to help passengers get more comfort¬ 
able and there’s an optional pano¬ 
ramic glass roof to flood the cabin 
with light. Luggage space is up to 
416 litres but the 60:40 split Easy-fold 
rear seats can be dropped down to 


increase that total substantially. A 
storage tray under the boot floor can 
hold an extra 30 litres. 

It hasn’t been easy to keep track 
of the small 4x4 market in recent 
times. At 4,295mm long and 1770mm 
wide, the ASX slots in at the smaller 
end of the compact 4x4 class and 
represents a realistic alternative 
to family hatchbacks and larger 
superminis in terms of its carrying 
capacity. It runs on fully-independ- 
ent suspension with Macpherson 
struts at the front and a multi-link 
arrangement at the rear. Electric 
power steering with reach and angle 
adjustment is standard on all 
models. 

Standard equip¬ 
ment on the ASX 
includes ASC 
Active Stability 
Control, a CD 
stereo with MP3 
compatibility, 
air-conditioning 
and seven air¬ 
bags. Mitsubi¬ 
shi tends to cam¬ 
paign strongly 
on the value for 
money angle and 
the ASX should be no 
exception. 

Mitsubishi is making its 


ClearTec package of low C02 modi¬ 
fications standard on all versions of 
the ASX. The highlight of this is the 
Automatic Stop & Go system which 
turns the engine off when you’re 
stationary to save fuel but there’s 
also a diesel particulate filter on 
the oil-burning models, use of LED 
lights to save power, low rolling re¬ 
sistance tyres and a number of other 
features. One of the 
major efficiency 
savings 
buyers 


can make themselves is by choosing 
a two-wheel-drive ASX. It typically 
emits 5g/km less than an equivalent 
4x4 model. 

As the Japanese marque’s entrant 
in the burgeoning crossover 4x4 
market, the ASX replicates the 
tough looks but is a far smaller and 
softer proposition overall. This kind 
of vehicle could become very com¬ 
monplace very 
quickly.

STEELBACKS’ skipper Andrew 
Hall waxed lyrical about his side’s 
performance in the aftermath of 
their easy win over Durham Dy¬ 
namos that sealed their place in 
the quarter-finals of the Twenty20 
Cup. 

A spot in the last eight and a trip 
to take on Somerset Sabres next 
Tuesday was the reward for an 
excellent effort that saw the Dyna¬ 
mos swept aside by seven wickets 
at Chester-le-Street. 

Durham were restricted to 130, 
and Rob White then cracked 63 
to lead Northants to an easy win, 


and Hall couldn’t hide his delight 
as he said: “It was a really great 
performance again. 

“We keep talking about putting 
in really polished performances 
and in this game we did exactly 
that. 

“With the ball we got off to good 
start, restricted them in the mid¬ 
dle overs and then at the back 
end we did what we had to do. We 
dropped a couple of catches which 
didn’t matter, and hopefully we 
can keep this momentum up.” 

Steelbacks’ six previous vic¬ 
tories in the T20 this season had 


all come when defending a score, 
but Hall admitted that he wasn’t 
too fussed they had to chase in the 
north east. 

He added: “I said that we weren’t 
worrying about which way the 
coin went because we were chas¬ 
ing well as well as setting totals, 
so we had to get ourselves focused 
and it was great to see how we bat¬ 
ted with confidence. 

“We stuck with our plan to get 
there with nine balls to spare, but 
we said that if the guys got a good 
start then we should keep it going 
and win as quickly as we could.” 


One of the key factors in the vic¬ 
tory was the ability of the Steel¬ 
backs to take the pace off the ball. 
It was the slower bowlers who 
prospered, and Hall said that this 
was something that was spotted 
early in the contest. 

He continued: “Pace off the 
ball was working well because if 
you bowled quicker then it came 
on to the bat a bit nicer, and you 
saw that with their bowlers when 
we batted. We were able to use the 
pace to score quite quickly, and we 
didn’t allow them to do the same.”

Mallinder says his

Northampton 
kick off this season’s 
Heineken Cup with a 
Franklin’s Gardens 
clash against Castres 
on Friday October 8. 
It means, though, that 
Saints will finish their 
pool one schedule with
